REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Board of Appeal's 
decision to agree with Appellants' contentions place this case in condition for allowance. The 
Board of Appeal finds that as per Appellant argument that neither Manabe nor Whitten discloses 
"any type of configuration data that includes a plurality of canned replies associated with the 
plurality of classed. The Board of Appeal disagrees with the Examiner's argument that the 
canned reply is "a predefined or preset message arranged by the potential recipient of a message" 
and contends that the disclosed status indicator docs not teach the canned reply as claimed in the 
independent claims.
